If you multiply your neigh­ 
bor's expenditures by millions 
of oilier home repairs and ad­

"In the aggregate it Is esti­ 
mated to exceed $10 billion 
last, year," Lee II. Dawson, 
president of the Torraneo-Lo- 
mita Board of Realtors, said 
tfiis week on the basis of fig- 
i'tires supplied by the National 
Assn. of Real Estate Boards.

THIS IS A larger amount 
than the cash expenditures for 
purchasing newly built houses. 
A recent survey by the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan revealed 
that some 20.2 million families 
made additions, improvements, 
end repairs to their homes in 
1959, spending an average of

The $10.79 billion spent fo 
such repairs and additions wa 
$2 billion more than the pre 
vions year. The sum excecdei 
the $9.37 billion morlgag< 
debt recorded for the purchas< 
of new houses in 1959, and a! 
most reached the $11.52 billion 
debt for the purchase of user 
houses, survey revealed.

"THESE improvements ar 
constantly upgrading the valu 
of the properties, making them 
a better investment for th 
home owner," Mr. Dawson de 
clared.

The survey of 2,700 familie 
in the 48 older states showe 
that about 65 per cent of th 
retired persons own thei 
homes, which is above the pro 
portion for all families.

The equity that a retire 
person has built up in hi 
home is one the best inves 
ments that he can make, Daw 
son said. The greater numbe 
of such owners is an indicatio 
of the wisdom of home owner
ship, he added.

CLOSELY related to horn 

ownership is the age and lif 
cycle stage of the family heac 
the University of Michigan sur 
vey disclosed. When studyin 
families whose heads, or bread 
winners are under 45 years o 
age," it is clear that ownin 
a home is very definitely as 
sociated with the presence an 
age of children in the family, 
the survey stated.

"The survey found," Daw

son continued, "lhat. 35 per 
cent of married couples with 
no children own their own 
home, as compared lo 50 per 
cent among families with child­ 
ren under six years, and 72 
per cent among families whose

youngest child Is six or over." 
For families with children, and 
whoso family head is over 45 
years old, 72 per cent own 
homes, while the ratio in­ 
creases to 75 per cent for fam­ 
ilies with no children.

IT IS INTERESTING to note
that 43 per cent of single per­ 
sons over 45 years old who 
are working own homes, while 
53 per cent of retired single 
personsown their home, Daw- 
son said.
